THE CONCORDAT PREVENTIF. 


-__ 


The application of theSucreries and Raffinerie 
d’Egypte to be allowed the benefit of the con- 
cordat ‘préventif came before the i 
Chamber of the Cairo Mixed Court yesterday 
morning. The court was naturally fall, the 
Cairo Bar and Press being well representéd. The 
Court was composed of Mr. Somerville Tuck, 
presiding Judge, Messrs. Rassim Bey, Boustros, 
Montan, and Coghlan, Judges, M. Beer and 
Hussein Effendi Gallal, assessing Judges, 
Maher Bay, substitnte, and M. Zigliara, gref- 
fier. After eight unimportant bankruptcy 
cases had been disposed of, Maitre Carton 
de Wiart rose to plead that the Sucreries 
C»mpany should be allowed the benefit of the 
concordat préventif. After recounting the 
origin of the company and describing its deve- 
lopment, he pointed out that the feeling of 
the creditors was all in favour of the granting 
of the concordat as the best solution for them- 
selves and for the company. He cited namer- 
ous authorities in support of his contention 
that a joint-stock company can demand the 
application of the concordat and that its 
directors are at fall liberty to atate the balance 
without calling any general meeting of share- 
holders, As to the question whether the 
company was in debt, all depended on the 
question whether it was to be held responsible 
for the sgreements entered into by the late 
M. Cronier in its name. If so, it was in debt 
without question, but not otherwise. 

Then came the question of the good faith 
of the directors. There was 00 reason to 
doubt it, for they, like the rest of the world 
had entire confidence in the agreement made 
by the firm Henri Say to guarantee the 
gums for bills discounted. In previous balance 
sheets the bills accepted by the company 
were balanced by the say guarantees and 
these balance sheets had been unanimously 
approved by the shareholders. Under these 
circumstances the conduct of the directors 
could not be impugned. 

Tarning to the interests involved, the speak- 


er called the attention cf the court to the prom 


disastrous results that would follow a decla- 
ration of bankruptoy. The agricaltaral popu- 
lation of a large tract of Upper Egypt, and the 
employé; of the company would suffer terribly 
aud thoir losses would react most injuriously 
ppon the general prosperity of Egypt. 

Should the directors be found to have 
acted in a manner unauthorised by the sta- 
tutes of the company, proceedings might be 
taken against them in, the fature, but this 
was not a question for \the moment. A pro- 
visional arrangement was required in the in- 
terests both of the company and its creditors. 
The names of Sir Elwin Palmer, Harari 
Pasha and M. Debourg, the proposed admi- 
nistrator under the concordat, were a good 
guarantee of a successful solution. 

The speech ended a few minutes before 11 
a.m. and Maher Bey rose to speak on behalf of 
the court. He was also in favour of the applica- 
tion of the concordat, but reserved the right, 
after the examination of the company’s books 
and the expert's report thereon, to demand 
that the company should be wound up and its 
directors—if necessary—prosecated. The court 
then retired to deliberate, Jeaving the audience 
to discuss the situation andto congratulate 
Maitre Carton de Wiart on his admirable 
speech. At 12.55 a.m. the court retarned and 
the judgment was read granting the concordat 
preventif. It ran as follows : 

“ Le ministére public entendo, nomme M. 
Tack, président de la Chambre, juge commis- 
eaire & l'effet de procéder aux opérations édic- 
tées par la loi en conformité des dispositions 
de l’article206 (nouveau code), dépens réservés; 
ordonne & la Société des Suoreries d’avoir dans 
las huit jours du prononcé dua présent juge- 
ment & déposer an greffe ses livres et pitces 
oomptables. ” 

The general impression in the audience was 
one of analloyed sstisfaction. It was felt on 
all sides that the granting of the concordat 
was the only possible solution of the present 
crisis that would satisfy-oreditors and share- 
holders and stave off a disastrous crash. Mai- 
tre Helou who appeared as counsel for a group 
of Alexandrian shareholders declined to speak, 
after the remarks made by Maher Bey with 
whom he entirely agreed, and the bar was 
obviously under the impression that the only 
course that could reconcile a number of con- 
flicting individual interests had been followed 
by the court.

THE NEW ZIFTA BRIDGE. 


DEATH OF GEORGE MACDONALD. 


Lowpon, September 19. 
The writer George Macdonald, LL.D. is}: 
dead. . ( Reuter ) 


George Macdonald, the celebrated poet and 

author has passed away at the ripe age of 81. 
Of late years his name has not been very 
inent in the literary world, and living 
abroad, he only paid annual visits to England. 
During the latter half of the last century he 
was, however, @ powerin the land, aud such 
books of his as the “Annals of a Quiet Neigh- 
bouthood,” “Guild Court,” “Robert Falooner,” 
and others were highly appreciated, especially 
by those in sympathy with his advanced 
theological viewe. As a poet he ravked high in 
the public estimation, and his occasional 
appearances in the pulpit always drew large 
congregations. 
Dr. Macdonald was born at Huntly, Aber- 
deenshire, in 1824, and was educated at the 
parish school there, and at King’s College and 
University, Aberdeen. After taking his degree 
ha beceme a student for the ministry at the 
Independent College, Highbury, London, and 
was for a short time an‘Independent minister, 
but soon retired, became a lay member of the 
Church of England, and settled in London to 
pursue a literary career. His first work was 
“Within and Without, a Dramatic Poem,” 
1856 ; followed by “Poems,” 1857 ; “Phan- 
tasies, a Faérie Romance,” 1858; ‘David 
Elginbrod,” 1862; “Adela Cathcart,” 1864 ;

THE. COTTON INDUSTRY. 


As soon as the wages difficulty in, the Lan- 
cashire cotton spinning indastry had bee: 
arranged trade resamei its normal state fo 
the time of the year. August has slways bee.1 
a leading holiday month, and buying and sel! 
ing in piecs goods are confined within com ar 
atively siall limits ; this year has been no 
exception to the rale. For several weeks past 
shippers to India have operated quite sparing: 
ly, bat, as they had previously bought freely 
for distant delivery, makers have till fairly 
full order lists. China, too, has been inactive, 
and scarcely any contracts of important dimen- 
sions have recantly been given cut. Stocks in 
Shanghai are undoubteily increasing in vo 
lume as compared with a year ago. Ezypt has 
increased her purchases, and so has Tarkey, 
but the demands from the3e outlets are qaieter 
now. The several markets in South Americ 
vary somewhat in their imports, but in th , 
aggregate it is astonishing what extensive 
custom:rs they are for Lancashire calico. A‘ 
tha moment all our cotton looms are very 
busy, and it looks as if there would be steady 
employment for several months to come. 
Manufacturers are still enjoying a most 
remunerative state of trade; new weaving 
sheds ate being put down as fast as possible, 
and loom makers are very much pressed to 
deliver weaving machinery: ‘There would car- 
tainly be more looms running if they could ba 
obtained, and it would cause no surprise if tho 
leading loom producers increased the size of 
their machine shops. 

Spinners of American yarn in Soath Lanca- 
shire are not doing quite 80 well, either as 
regards the profit margin or in the extent of 
orders coming in from cloth manufactarere. 
Daring the recent slack period the margin has 
besn slipping away, and trade has not been 
nearly so remunera’ive 88 it was earlier in the 
year. ‘The Oldham holidays, which were 
observed at the end of August, brought some 
relief to employers, who were finding a little 
more yarn than asual accumulate at the mille. 
The question of the yarn supply aud demand 
is engaging the attention ot those who carefully 
watch matters of this kind, but it will probably 
ba the close ot this month before any opinion 
on the point worth anything can be given. In 
the meantime a good deal will depend on the 
probable course of prices in the American raw 
material. Shipping yarns have been dealt in. 
to an enormous extent this year, as may be 
geen in the Board Trade retarns, bat in 
August and part of July there was indeed 
very little trade passing. Bolton spinners of 
carded counts have gradually increased, and 
there is, on the whole, a healthier state of 
affairs in the ‘“fiae numbers” than has been 
known for some time past. 

Raw American cotton for fature delivery in 
Liverpool has flactuated in prica a good deal 
during the last few months, and rather violent 
changes have occurred each week in valaeg, 
Current prices on the whole are still looked 
npon as too high, in view of the condition of 
the supply. The bulls urge that more con- 
sideration should be given to consumption, 
which is no doubt on a larger scale than over 
previously experienced. The ‘new American 
crop is an unknown quantity, bat estimates 
are being put forward, though it is ad yet too 
early to give trastworthy figores. ‘The cotton 
trade of the County Palatine, as one body, is 
being urged to get its own reports of the crop, 
in oonsequence of the recent Washington 
Bureau scandal, and it is felt that an experi- 
ment of this kind will be forced upon the trade 
in Great Britain. The matter is being discussed, 
and after the September holidays more,probably, 
will be heard of the subject. Cotton mill build- 
ing is still going on, and textile machinists are 
extremely busy and are quoting, it is said, 
higher prices for spinning and weavivg 
machinery than was the case twelve months 
Or 80 ago. 

The other week a “slamp” occurred in 
raw American cotton in Liverpool, spot cotton 
on Friday‘ last being at 5°56., or about 4d. per 
lb. below ths highest point of a few weeks ago. 
The Washington Buresu statement issued last 
Wednesday week respecting thecondition of the 
growing plant was better than the bulls antici- 
pated and this accounts for the decline in New 
York. Lancashire spinners ate continuing to 
buy in retail lots, preferring to use up old 
supplies rather than to purchase far ahead. 
The trade want to seo a farther drop in raw 
material. The crop is believed to be doing well 
on the whole. 

The total shipments of cotton pieca goods 
for the last eight months are given in the 
following comparative table :—

1904... 3,599,155, 300yda. 
1903... 3,588,314, 800yds. 


The greatest increase this year as compared 
with 1904 is to China (280,000,000 yards) ; 
then comes Japan (64,700,090 yards), Bengal 
(47,000,000 yards), and Datch East Indies 
(89,030,000 yards). The Argentine Republic 
shows a decrease of 26,000,000 yards, and 
Venezuela 16,000,000 yards. The other few 
cases of smaller takings are quite unimportant. 

The aggregate shipments of cotton yarn for 
the year co far amonnted to 132,114,2001b., 
against 102,638,100Ib. in the corresponding 
period of 1904 and 101,913,3001b. in the same 
eight months of 190%. Most of our custo- 
mers increased their imports, notably India 
(7,200,0' Olb.), China (4,700,000)b.), ‘Tarkey 
(3,600,000%b.), Roamania(2, 10 ,0001b.), Nether- 
lands (5,600,0001b), and Japan (1,600,000!b.).

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RADIUM AND DIAMONDS. 
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Whenever a new element ‘or compound is 
discovered, the orthodox course of investiga 
tion consists in noting ita effect upon every 
form of living or non‘living matter, in the hops 
of observing reactions which will throw somo 
light upon the branch of physics concerned. 
The pecaliarities of radium at once attracted 
the attention of experimentalists, with the 
result that a very large number of chemical! 
electrical, and physiological effects have bear 
traced to it. Neglecting those—such as the 
alleged production of living organism3—which 
require verification, we still have enongh to 
provide much food for reflection ; and, in fact, 
new properties of ths substance ara discovered 
more rapidly than rational explanations can be 
found for them. Sir William Crookes has 
investigated thé action of radium on diamonds, 
and deacribed the results obtained in a lectare 
before the British Association at Kimborley on 
September 5. Beyond the developmnt of av 
indaced radio-activity in the diamonds, no 
thing very striking might have been expected. ; 
but with radiam it seems to ba the unexpect- 
ed which generally happans, and in the 
present case some yery curious effects were 
observed. The diamond is very sansitive 
t> the bombardmaat of tho B- radiations, 
and scintillates uuder their inflaence 80 
much thata layer ofdiamond powder make: 
almost as good a coating for the screen of a 
gpintharissope as the asaal zinc sulphide. 
Prolonged contact with radium bromide was 
found to impart a beautiful blae colour to 
previously colourless diamonds, materia ly in- 
creasing their valve as “fancy” stones. Ths 
effect is not transieat, aad is not destroyed by 
long continued heating in strong nitric acid 
and potassiam chlorate. The diamond may 
als) be hiated to redaess without affecting 
the tint. Diamonds which had been baried for 
over twelve months in radiam bromide had 
also acqnired strong radio-active properties, in 
addition to thair blueness. The radiations 
emanated from ths crystal; in regalar and 
geometrical patterns, the cause of which is 
still ander investigation. The radio-activity, 
like the colouration, withstands the mos 
drastic treatmant, leading Sir William Crookes 
to the belief that both theae properties depend 
apon changes deeper than the surfaces layer 
of the stone. A diamond msde blae and radio 
active by burial in radiam bromide was slowly 
heated to redness in a dark room. A faint 
phosphorescence spread over the stone just 
before ths red heat was visible, but after 
cooling both the colour and the radio-activity 
ssemed qaite unaffected. If adiamond is bom- 
barded by radiant matter from the negative 
pole ofa vacuum tabe, it not oaly phosphor: 
esces, bat tarns brown and, in time, black. 
This blackening is only superficial, and is 
caused by ths formation of a layerof graphite 
on the surface; different forms of graphite 
show diffarent degrees of resistance to chemical 
reagents, some being dissolved by strong nitric 
acid aud others resisting, for a longer or 
shorter time, the intense powerfal oxidising 
agency of a mixtare of highly concantrated 
nitric acid and potassiam chlorate. Moissan 
has shown that the power of resistance to this 
last reagent is in proportion to the temperature 
at which the graphite was formed ; and it can 
be deducad with tolerable certainty that the 
graphite due to molecular bombardment can- 
not have been tormed at a lower temperatare 
than 3,600 deg. Cent. The surface layer of the 
diamond must then have been raised to the 
temperatare of the electric aro, although the 
body of the stone remains comparatively cool. 
That this is possible is supported by the fact 
that the saperfisial layers of a mass of 80 
highly conducting a metal as silver can be 
raised to a red heat by radiant action, while 
the interior of the metal is no more than warm. 
—Engineering.” 
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GOLD DISCOVERIES NHAR TETE. 
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In the course of his report on the trade of 
Chinde for the year 1901, Mr. Vice-Consal 
Stanley Hewitt-Fletcher says :

CHANNEL FLEET AT COPENHAGEN. 
“Times.” 

The extremely cordial welcome which the 
Channel Fleet is receiving at Copenhagen will 
be viewed with real satisfaction by this coantry. 
We thoroughly appreciate the spontaneous 
warmth of the greeting offered to our sailors 
by the kingdom with which we have so much! 
in common. A South German paper, struck by 
the significant utterances of distinguished 
Danish anthors, asks in bewilderment whether 
Denmark is to become a British colony. We do 
not suppose that Denmark intends to become 
anybody's colony, bat we are glad to think 
that she has unmistakably shown herself our 
friend. It is in every way pataral that it should 
be so. ‘The ties of marriage that unite the Royal 
Houses of the two countries, the ties of com- 
merce that have linked us closer every year— 
these things form a solid foundation for good 
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promote its efficiency ; and they will find a 
ready response. But if they try to dragoon it, 
or by a side-wind to shift the batis of it, they 
will go a long way to destroying what the 
Prime Minister declares to be an integral and 
indispensable element in any sound scheme 
of Imperial Defence. 
THE SCANDINAVIAN CRISIS. 
“GLOBE” 

Onur Foreign Office is only too true to its 
traditions of waiting till a crisis is reached, 
and it shuns, as it did in Morocco and in 
the Far Esst, avy attempt to rogalate.matters 
before they have reached the acute stage. 
Bat the position we occopy towards both 
Sweden and Norway, the dynastic ties which 
have so recently connected us with the Royal 
House of Bernadotte, and the snbstantial 
interest which we have in the non-introsion 
of foreign Powers on the North Sea littoral, 
render it most important to us that matters 
should not reach extremity in the Peninsuls. 
There is no time to be lest, and an intimation 
that the Swedish claim with regard to the 
Norwegian fortresses is unreasonable might 
bring about a peacefal solution of the present 
difficulty within forty eight hours.

With the exception of 
our Scandinavian neighbours there is no other 
nation to whom we are bound by such strong 
ties of friendship and sympathy as with Eng- 
land, the master of the free, open seas, the 
pioneer of sound and honest commerce all over 
the world. The Danish nation understands that 
when sach an imposing and mighty represen- 
tative of the naval power of Great Britain 
visits our shores it is for the purpose of honor- 
ing the venerable old Monarch of Denmark, 
the father of the British Queen, of demonstrat- 
ing the. friendship towards Denmark, and of 
intimating that Britain demands the mainten- 
ance of the freedom of the seas all over the 
world. 


“INTELLIGENS SEDLERNE” (Christiania). 

The “Intelligens Sedlerne” says that ap- 
parently the principal Swedish stipulation in 
the question of the dissolution of the Union is 
the demolition of the new Norwegian forte, 
and adds that at present Sweden will not ac- 
cept a treaty of arbitration. In theee ciroum- 
stances, the journal adds, Sweden's conditions 
absolutely cannot ba accepted by Norway. 

“TD AGBLADET.” 

The “Dagbladet” says that from the Swedish 
side it is asserted that only by acceding to 
Sweden's conditions can Norway obtain inter- 
national recognition. It is not until Norway 
has accepted her conditions that Sweden will 
discuss the qaestion ofan arbitration treat. “If 
go,” the journal continues, “everybody here 
understands the difficulty of the situation. 
Our leading men consider, as wa all do, that 
war is a terrible calamity. Bat they agree that 
a faithless peace bought with national humilia- 
tion is worse than war.” 

‘SoctaL DEMOKRATEN.” 

The “Social Demokraten,” declares that 
Sweden’s principal objection is to Norway’s 
demand that an arbitration treaty should be 
guaranteed.

COTTON-GROWING IN THE 
WEST INDIES. 


In view of the interest which is being taken 
in Colonial cotton-growing, and the importance 
of the scheme to Great Britain, an official 
return of the cotton grown in the West Indies 
will arouse considerable attention. The return 
a'so affords convincing testimony tothe fact 
that in some of our Colonies, at all events, 
cotton can be grown in large quantities and 
with profit to the producer. 

The return alladed to shows that during 
the quarter ended March last 1,869 bales of 
cotton were exported from the West Indies, 
the total weight amounting ‘to 418,166lb., and 
the estimated value being £19,608. For 
the second quarter of the year the export 
totalled 1,637 bales, aggregating 450,480Ib., 
and valued at £16,013. Thus the Weet 
Iadian Colonies exported daring the half year 
8,056 bales, valued at £35,621, and represent- 
ing 868,596lb. This return does not include 
the returns from Jamaica and St. Lucia for 
the second quarter. The smonnt of Sea Islard 
cotton exported from the” five principal 
Colonies exporting cotton in the West Indies 
during the halfyear is given as follows: 
Barbadoes, 589 bales ( 808,368lb. ), value 
£10,418 ; Nevis, 658 bales (181,658]b.), 
value £6,582 ;St. Vincent, 290 bales (95,815Ib.), 
value £4,790 ; St. Kitt’s, 246 bales (75,845!b.), 
value £3,767 ; Antigua, 228 bales (40,140lb.), 
value £2,007.

[ am struck with the feeling of disq uietade 
that still prevails. It is reflected on the Bourse. 
The horizon is covered with clouds, and the 
wisest heads profess to be unable to read the 
fature. The actual situation in Morocco gives 
canse for no great anxiety ; it is elsewhere that 
trouble is looked for— with Morocco as the 
“motif.” Apglo-German rivalry, according to 
some, is likely to assume an acute and dan- 
gerous form, and, according to others, the 
Anglo-Japanese treaty is fraught with menace 
to this country. It is supposed that the 
conquerors will now have their head in Asia, 
and that Cochin China and French interests 
therein will be the sufferers. Speculation is 
atill rife as to the real meaning of the com- 
pact of Portsmouth. An authority in foreign 
politics remarked to mo “You may take it 
that China bas to pay the price. There is 
no doubt a secret stipulation between the 
two belligerents that China should provide 
a pecuniary ‘qoid pro quo’ to Japan for the 
return of Manchuria. It is not likely that 
Japan would be foolish enough to give it back 
for nothing. I imagine, also, that under the 
head of prisoners’ maintenance, Japan will 
receive a pretty considerable compensation 
from Russia. Otherwise the forfeiture of the 
indemnity is inexplicable.”

he tares so eedulously sown by the French 
Internationslists in the good wheat of French 
patriotism are producing the evil crop that 
might have been expected. Last Friday, 
during the army manwuvres near Avignon, 
two shots were fired at the colonel command- 
ing the 58th regiment of infantry. The bullets 
whizzed past the colonel’s ear, and one of 
them carried away two fingers from the hand 
of a soldier standing near. In spite of a strict 
examination of all the rifies and ammunition 
pouches, the author of the attempt was not 
discovered. It is a regular maxim of the 
followers of M. Gastave Hervé and his fellow 
“Sans-patrie” that it is the daty of the soldier 
in time of war to shoot down his officers, and 
that doctrine is openly preached on the plat- 
form and in infamous pamphlets such as the 
“Manoel du Soldat.” The German scare has 
opened the eyes of the F rench people-to the 
danger of this sort of propaganda ; but no 
real progress will be made towards suppressing 
it until the Government frankly make up their 
minds to treat the enemies of France within 
Wer own household as ,if they were no better 
than mere monks and nuns. They are reapirg 
as they have allowed the Socialists to sow, 
and they have no right to be surprised at the 
character of the harvest. 


The well-known French journal “La France 
Militaire” of September 1 discussed in an 
article entitled “The Entente Cordiale : Its 
Strategical Hypotheses,” the future of France 
in a war with Germany if Great Britain joins 
the Dual Alliance. Col. Gaedke comments 
in the “Berliner Tageblatt” upon the article 
referred to. He thinks it unlikely that France 
and Russia will unite in a war sgainst Ger- 
mapy, and also that Austria’s attitude would 
be a doubtfal one in case of such a war. 

After referring to the loss of the Elbe mouth, 
and the general moral effect of a succesafal 
English landing in Holatein, Col. Gaedke says 
that “alliance betwoen England and France 
would not be, perhaps, so disagreeable to Ger- 
many as has been that between France and 
Rassias, but it would resulf, nevertheless, in a 
very unpleasant and serious war, which could 
inflict upon Germany’s national flourishing 
welfare a blow from which it would not recover. 
Will Germany make the necessary dedactions 
from these remarks ?”

Col. Gaedke was one of the first military 
critics to warn the outside wor'd against 
under-estimating Russia’s military strength, 
even after its overthrow by Japan; etill, he 
is of opinion that Russia will not be able 
to undertake any great military activity for 
a very longtime, especially as the war with 
Japan has left it far more vulnerable in Asia 
than it was before. In view of the recent 
Anglo-Japanese Treaty Russia will have to 
increase ita strength in Tarkestan. France 
cannot remain long with two irons in the 
fire, and if war breaks out in Europe, then 
France must quickly choose between England 
and Russia, and even, perhaps, between Bog: 
land and Germany. The French article says 
that England and France could ‘together 
send to the German coastline a united 
aqvadron twice as large as that of Germany.
